Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1961  on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  district.  The  general  form  of  the  report  is  as  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  as  usual  I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Miller  Wood 
for  providing  information  with  regard  to  the  clinics  and  other 
personal  health  services  controlled  by  the  Essex  County  Council. 

Vital  Statistics 

There  is  no  unusual  feature  to  report  on.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  estimated  population  has  increased  by  940  and  is  now 
22,630.  The  corrected  birth  rate  at  18.1  per  1,000  estimated 
population  is  almost  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  and  the 
corrected  death  rate  is  9.8  per  1,000  compared  with  9.2  in  1960. 
The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0. 

There  were  only  4 infant  deaths  giving  the  low  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  10.8  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  deaths  were  due  to  Bronchopneumonia  1,  Haemorrhagic 
disease  1,  Atelectasis  and  immaturity  1 and  Polycystic  kidney  1. 

Under  the  heading  Deaths  from  all  Causes  it  will  be  not^d 
that  there  were  125  deaths  from  cardio  vascular  disease  and  44 
from  malignant  tumours.  Motor  vehicles  were  responsible  for 
3 deaths  compared  with  6 in  1960. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 

530  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  compared  with 
83  for  the  previous  year. 

Measles  accounted  for  502  and  the  only  other  disease  to 
reach  double  figures  was  scarlet  fever  with  15.  There  was  only 
one  case  of  Infective  Hepatitis  compared  with  18  in  1960. 

The  majority  of  measles  cases  occurred  in  children  of  school 
age  and  the  villages  with  the  highest  totals  were  Hatfield  Peverel 
106  and  Kelvedon  91. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and 
immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis 
will  be  found  later  in  this  report. 
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It  will  be  noted  that  1,165  children  received  a 4th  injection 
against  Poliomyelitis.  This  4th  injection  was  introduced  during 
the  year  for  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  12  years. 


Environmental  Hygiene 

Every  year  since  I wrote  my  first  annual  report  in  1955  I 
have  stressed  the  importance  and  indeed  the  increasing  urgency  of 
providing  proper  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  throughout 
the  district.  These  comments  are  still  very  relevant.  Furthermore, 
new  building  is  being  held  up  for  want  of  sewage  facilities. 

On  the  credit  side  the  Black  Notley  works  were  completed 
during  1961  and  the  outline  plans  for  the  Hatfield  Peverel  scheme 
received  approval  although  there  still  remained  some  difficulties 
to  be  overcome  with  regard  to  the  site. 

Planning  progress  was  also  made  on  the  Coggeshall- 
Kelvedon  scheme  and  on  the  smaller  Cornish  Hall  End  scheme. 

Although  the  housing  problem  may  have  lost  some  of  its 
erstwhile  urgency  there  is  still  a formidable  number  of  people  on 
the  Council's  housing  waiting  list.  You  will  see  that  some  progress 
was  made  on  slum  clearance  but  clearance  cannot  be  allowed  to 
get  out  of  step  with  new  building.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  writing  the  introduction  to  the  report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  Department,  it  is  usual  to  review  the  previous  year  and 
occasionally  to  comment  on  the  future. 

This  year  I would  like  to  go  back  ten  years  to  1951  and 
review  certain  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Council  which  I feel  call 
for  some  comment. 

In  1951,  I drew  attention  to  the  need  for  an  adequate 
sewerage  system  for  the  London  Road  area  of  Black  Notley.  That 
scheme  was  completed  in  1961. 

The  Northern  Area  sewerage  scheme  was  commenced 
early  1951  and  at  the  end  of  that  year  considerable  progress  had 
been  made  with  the  laying  of  the  main  sewers.  At  the  end  of 
1961  some  properties  still  remained  to  be  connected  to  the  sewers 
and  a considerable  number  still  had  to  have  pail  closets  converted 
to  water  carriage  systems. 

In  December,  1951,  there  were  746  families  on  the  register 
for  housing  accommodation.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1961 
was  464,  a decrease  of  282. 

All  this  goes  to  emphasize  the  need  for  advanced  planning 
and  active  consideration  of  all  major  services  provided  by  the 
Council. 

Following  my  last  report,  the  Council  agreed  to  measures 
which  should  result  in  a speeding  up  in  the  provision  of  additional 
Council  Houses. 

New  legislation  during  the  year  included  a new  Housing 
Act  and  a new  Public  Health  Act,  the  latter  being  the  first  since 
the  principle  Act  of  1936.  The  Housing  Act  dealt,  inter  alia, 
with  matters  of  housing  subsidies,  houses  let  in  lodgings  or 
occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family  and  modifications 
to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes. 
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The  main  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  were  related 
largely  to  buildings  and  structures  but  included  a number  of  other 
useful  provisions  such  as  bye-laws  for  hairdressers  and  barbers 
shops. 


On  the  whole,  1961  was  not  a particularly  eventful  year, 
and  the  services  of  the  Council  for  which  the  Department  is 
responsible  continued  to  function  in  a reasonably  satisfactory 
manner.  Further  information  on  much  of  this  work  Is  given  later 
in  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  his  staff  for  the  information  relating 
to  water  supplies  and  sewerage;  to  all  Officers  of  the  Council  tor 
their  help  in  various  ways  during  the  year;  to  ihe  Council  for  its 
support;  and  to  my  own  staff  for  their  loyally  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


WATER 

Apart  from  the  new  mains  to  new  Housing  Estates,  no  major 
extensions  were  made  during  1961. 

Public  water  supplies  throughout  the  District  have  remained 
generally  satisfactory  iboth  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  raw  water  from 
Terling  (Swan  Pond)  remained  unchanged  and  constant  checking  of  the 
chlorination  plant  wias  maintained. 


Complaints  of  water  shortage  in  some  Northern  Area  'mains  were 
still  made  during  1961  as  in  previous  years,  and  occurred  during  periods  of 
maximum  demand. 

The  revised  meiiihod  of  softening  and  stabilising  the  water  at  Fetches 
Bridge  Waterworks  continued  to  bie  satisfactory. 

None  of  the  waters  is  liable  tO'  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Regular  ibacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  otf  raw  water 
from  all  the  Council’s  Pumping  Stations  were  carried  out  and  all  water 
passing  into  supply  from  whatever  public  source  was  bacter'ologically 
examined  at  frequent  intervals.  Sixty-nine  samples  in  all  were  taken. 
Copies  of  typical  reports  on  the  analyses  of  the  water  from  five  sources. 
Fetches  Bridge  Waterworks,  Coggeshall  Waterworks,  Terling  Waterworks, 
the  South  i^sex  Water  Company  and  Chelmsford  R.D.C.  will  be  found 
under  the  headings  of  individual  works. 

Periodic  flushing  of  “dead  ends”  was  carried  out  in  an  effort  to 
prevent  stagnation  of  water  in  mains. 

All  main  water  supplies  in  the  District  are  subject  to  chlorination  at 
the  respective  sources.  In  the  case  of  the  Council’s  undertakings,  gaseous 
chlorine  is  employed  at  Fetches  /Bridge  Waterworks  and  hypochlorite 
solution  at  Coggeshall  and  at  Terling. 

Eleven  new  extensions  were  made  during  the  year  primarily  to 
give  supplies  to  new  estate  development.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


During  the  year  the  work  for  which  the  Council  was  responsible  was 
completed  on  connecting  existing  properties  tO'  the  new  sewers  in  the 
villages  of  Great  Bardfield,  Finchingfield  and  Wethersfield. 

A fair  number  of  the  properties  having  Earth  Closets  were  provided 
with  Water  Closets  but  there  still  remains  a small  number  which  should 
receive  early  attention. 

The  London  Road,  Black  Noitley  sewerage  contract  was  completed 
during  the  year  and  a number  of  properties  in  the  area  have  been  connected. 

The  availability  of  a public  sewer  in  this  area  should  now  enable 
the  nuisances  wihich  have  persisited  in  the  past  to  be  abated. 

The  Council’s  attention  must  again  be  drawn  to  -the  increasingly 
urgent  necessity  for  Sewerage  Schemes  for  other  villages  in  the  District. 

With  the  preparation  of  Schemes  for  Hatfield  Peverel,  Terling, 
Coggeshall  and  Kelvedon  well  in  hand  it  is  necessary  to-  point  out  that 
other  villages  such  as  Stisted,  Bradwell,  Rayne  and  Panfield  should  have 
detailed  Scnemes  prepared  without  delay. 

These  villages  with  nO'  proper  sewerage  facilities  discharge  their 
drainage  direct  to  nearby  ditches  and  watercourses  with  little  or  no  treat- 
ment and  with  increasing  danger  to  public  health. 

Coggeshall  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

There  is  little  that  can  be  added  to  previous  remarks  regarding  these 
works,  it  can  only  be  repeated  that  it  is  of  obsolete  design,  grossly  over- 
loaded, and  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain. 

During  the  year  two-  temporary  Humuis  Lagoons  were  constructed 
and  these  have  made  some  temporary  improvement  to  the  effluent. 

Despite  gross  overloading  and  obsolete  equipment  the  pumping 
station  has  been  mainitained  in  reasonable  working  order  but  is  becoming 
increasingly  expensive  to  maintain. 


Kelvedon  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

These  works  continue  to  be  increasingly  overloaded.  Careful  main- 
tenance both  to  the  works  and  pumping  station  has  ensured  the  best  results 
possible  under  the  circumstances. 

The  equipment  to  both  treaitment  works  and  pumping  station  is  old 
and  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain. 

Hatfield  Peverel  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

It  is  felt  that  further  comment  on  these  works  is  unnecessary, 
although  they  arie  carefully  maintained  the  treatment  of  the  Ilow  received 
cannot  be  satisfactory  and  until  the  new  scheme  is  completed  at  some 
future  date  pollution  of  the  river  must  continue. 

Wethersfield  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Both  isections  of  these  works  have  operated  satisfactorily  and  dealt 
with  flows  approaching  the  design  capacity. 

Only  small  sporadic  discharges  of  oil  from  the  Airfield  were  noted 
during  the  year. 
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' White  Notiey  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  flow  received  at  'these  works  is  n'ow  exceedinig  the  design 
1 capacity  and  at  times  they  are  overloaded. 

The  pumps  which  are  well  over  twenty  years  old  are  becoming 
> increasingly  difficult  tO'  maintain  owing  to  the  age  and  overloadiing. 

The  replacement  of  these  pumpis  with  modern  and  greater  capacity 
( types  is  necessary. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

) Collection  of  Domestic  Refuse 

There  was  little,  if  any,  material  change  in  the  system  of  refuse 
( collection  during  the  year.  The  number  of  properties  from  which  collections 
1 are  made  continues  to  grow  appreciably,  but  m spite  of  this  the  service 
1 was  maintained  on  a reasonable  basis,  at  least  up  to  just  before  the  end  of 
•1  the  year.  At  this  stage,  one  of  the  three  vehicles  in  use  was  of  necessity  taken 
oT  the  road  for  a major  overhaul  and  before  the  work  was  completed 
f the  newest  and  largest  vehicle  was  involved  in  an  accident  causing  damage 
c iSo  extensive  that  it  had  to  be  returned  tO'  the  manufacturers  for  repair. 

Laist  year  it  was  reported  that  this  latter  vehiclei  was  of  such  capacity 
r thait  it  would  contain  the  whole  of  one  day’s  collection.  In  the  short 
^ space  of  time  since  theni  a moticeable  change  has  already  taken  place  and 
f the  vehicles  is  full  muchi  earlier.  Apparently  ithis  is  a national  problem 
1 and  is  accounted  for  by  the  changing  oomposition  of  the  refuse;  in  other 
words  it  is  becoming  lii^ter  and  bulkier.  Vehicle  manufacturers  will  no 
)’  doubt  take  this  into  considerafion  in  the  design  of  new  vehicles. 

( Disposal  of  Refuse 

The  temporary  use  of  the  worked-out  areas  of  the  gravel  pits  at 
>'J  Beazley  End,  continued  throughout  ithe  whole  of  1961,  but  in  the  meantime 
r the  possibility  of  a joint  tip  with  the  Braintree  and  Bocking  Urban 
( District  Coiuncil,  situate  in  the  Urban  District,  was  being  explored.  Such 
a tip  would  of  course  be  more  central  and  effect  a considerahle  saving  in 
r mileage. 

The  use  of  Terling  pit  ceased  completely  and  the  small  pit  at 
; Shalford  was  abandoned  largely  because  of  the  unsuitability  of  the  access. 

iLevelUng  and  covering  at  Beazley  End  was  carried  out  by  the 
( operator  of  the  gravel  workings. 

; Salvage 

Wastepaper  to'  the  value  of  approximately  £1,075  10s.  Od.  was' 
c collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

The  Bonus  scheme  on  waste  paper  was  put  into  operation  but  so 
1 far  it  has  not  provided  any  startling  results. 

The.  labour  problems  experienced  during  the  year  were  largely  as  a 
1 result  of  annual  hoilidays  au'd  illness;. 

' Vight  Soil  Collection 

Although  a number  of  properties  within  the  area  of  the  Northern 
^ Area  Sewerage  Scheme  were  now  on  a water  carriage  system,  it  was  still 
t necessary  to  maintain'  a modified  night  soil  collectio'n;  the  remainder  of  the 
r time  was  being  utilized  on  clearance  of  privaite  cesspools  and  removal  of 
[ lime  sludge  from  Fetches  'Bridge  Waterworks.  It  is  anticipated  that  during 
1962  it  may  be  possible  toi  extend  the  night  soil  collection  to  oither  parts 
' of  the  District  which  have  hitherto  not  had  the  benefit  of  this  service.

Following  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
U of  Development  Act,  1960,  a further  four  sites  for  individual  caravans  were 
>i  licensed  during  1961.  Enforcement  action  was  instituted  in  the  case  of 
K one  site,  but  was  withdrawn  on  the  removal  of  the  vans. 

The  Essex  County  Council  are  of  course  the  planning  authority  and 

I it  seems  that  their  policy  is  to  restrict  as  far  as  possible  ithe  number  of 
s caravans  in  the  district.  It  is  hoped  tihait  this  policy  will  not  be  carried  too 
B far  as  houses  are  still  in  short  supply  and  it_  is  felt  that  caravans  can  still 
V provide  reasonable  accommodation  for  certaini  people. 

J Atmospheric  Pollution!  and  Smoke  Abatement 

During  the  year,  two  of  the  atmospheric  polluition'  recording  stations 
Tf  originally  set  up  in  1957,  were  discontinued  and  the  third  moved  to  a new 
ii,  site  purely  as  a check  on  local  circumstances  in  one  village. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 

II  and  no  notifications  of  the  intention  to  instal  new  boilers  as  required  by  the 
/ Act,  were  received. 

The  occasional  complaint  re^rding  emission  of  smoke  and/or  grit 
i’  from  industrial  Chimneys,  were  received  but  in  no  instance  was  it  possible, 
fi;  through  lack  of  evidence  or  considered  necessary  to'  institute  legal  pro- 
se ceed'ings.  Several  warnings  were,  however,  given. 
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Vermin  Infestation 

Only  two  cases  of  infestation  by  insect  pests  (apart  from  flies)  were 
found  during  the  year.  Both  were  of  a comparative  minor  nature  and 
were  readily  dealt  with. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  work  under  this  heading  is  now  reduced 
to  an  infinitesimal  degree. 


Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951 

There  are  no  premises  registered  under  this  Act  in  the  District  and 
so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  no  persons  are  operating  in  contravention  of 
the  Act. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Rural  District. 


Rodent  Control 

Arising  from  complaints  or  normal  routine  visits  on  other  matters, 
7 major  infestations  (20-100  rats)  and  178  minor  infestations  (1-20  rats) 
and  28  cases  of  infestation  by  mice  were  confirmed  and  given  the  necessary 
treatment.  The  total  numl^r  of  inspections  carried  out  as  a result  of 
natification,  survey,  or  when  visited  primarily  for  some  other  purpose, 
was  787. 

The  above  information  relates  to  domestic  and  business  properties, 
only.  In  addition,  the  agricultural  scheme  taken  over  from  the  Ministry 
in  1958,  again  fuctioned  smoothly  and  satisfactorily.  There  were  98  con- 
tracts in  force,  a decrease  of  one,  for  which  1,716  treatments  w^ere  given. 

From  late  September  onwards  there  was  a bad  period  particularly  on 
farms  when  the  organisation  was  stretched  towards  its  limit. 


Factories 

As  in  other  years,  information  regarding  premises  falling  within  the 
scope  of  the  Factories  Act  and  of  inspections  made  and  action  (if  any)  taken 
is  given  in  tabular  form  and  will  be  found  on  page  23. 

As  pointed  out  previously  the  number  of  inspections  may  appear  low 
but  this  is  because  the  visit  is  recorded  for  some  other  purpose. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  visits  in  connection  with  factories  proper 
may  be  insufficient,  but  these  are  normally  covered  by  the  inspectorate  of 
the  Factories  Department  of  the  Home  Office  and  any  matters  for  which 
the  Local  Authority  is  responsible  are  quickly  notified.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  474  outstanding  applications  for 
housing  accommodation,  an  increase  of  3 above  the  previous  year. 

Analysis  of  the  figures  still  shows  that  those  in  mosit  urgent  and 
genuine  need  tO'  be  about  25%  of  the  total. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  made  during  the 

year. 

In  March  the  Council  declared  an  area  in  iRobins  Bridge  Road, 
Coggeshall,  to  be  a Clearance  Area  and  the  Public  Inquiry  was  anticipated 
early  in  1962. 

Another  smaller  group  of  dwellings  in  Colne  Road,  Coggeshall,  was 
declared  a Clearance  Area  and  no  objections,  were  received. 

Once  again  the  Council  did  not  attain  its  target  for  new  house 
building;  this  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year. 

The  total  built  during  the  years  1957-1961  only  amounts  to  approxi- 
mately one  third  of  the  total  number  in  the  programmes. 

Improvement  grant  schemes  and  other  voluntary  reconditioning 
schemes  carried  out  during  the  year  resulted  in  59  dwellings  being 


modernized.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply  and  Dairies 

Seventeen  distributors  and  one  dairy  were  registered  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959. 

All  licences  for  Designated  milks  are  now  dealt  with  by  the  Essex 
County  Council. 

There  were  very  few  complaints  regarding  the  keeping  quality  of 
milk  or  the  oleanliness  of  bottles  and  these  were  of  a v'ery  minor  nature. 
The  bacterial  quality  of  milk  supplied  within  the  District  can  therefore 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 


Ice  Cream  Premises 

There  were  eighty -five  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
and  one  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  in  the  District, 
Eight  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  summer  months  with 
the  following  results  in  terms  of  the  Provisional  Grading  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  applicable  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test.

In  addition  8 samples  of  iced  lolly  and  cream  lolly  were  found  to 
be  of  satisfactory  standard. 


Meat  Inspection 

Tabular  information  on  the  numbers  of  food  animals  slaughtered 
and  inspected  and  the  incidence  of  disease  in  these  animals  is  given  later. 

It  is  pleasing  tO'  note  a further  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  disease, 
panticularly  Tuberculosis.  In  the  case  of  beef  animals,  only  one  infected 
animal  was  found. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  oonsump- 
ition  was  also  considerably  less  than  for  some  years. 

Once  again  it  is  possible  to  report  that  despite  the  awkward  hours 
of  slaughtering  and  the  amount  of  work  and  travelling  involved,  a 100% 
insipection.  of  cattle  and  pigs  was  maintained. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  approved  the  1st 
July  as  the  date  when  construotion  and  hygiene  regulaitions  relating  to 
slaughterhouses  should  be  applied.  Prior  to  this  date  one  small 
slaughterhouse  was  completely  rebuilt  and  extensive  alterations  and 
improvements  carried  out  to  three  others,  to  two  other  cases,  the  owners 
decided  the  works  required  were  not  economically  possible  and  the  premises 
therefore  are  no  longer  in  use.

lit  isi  still  not  practicable  to  devote  more  than  a very  limited  amount  of 
time  to  inspections  under  these  Regulations.  It  is  known,  however,  that  tthe 
premises  generally  are  quite  good  and  well  managed  and  the  fact  that 
frequent  inspections  are  not  made  should  not  be  viewed  with  any  degree 
of  alarm. 

The  small  family  grocer  does  not  present  many  problems  and 
obviously  what  time  is  available  is  devoted  to  caitering  establishments  where 
the  risk  of  danger  to  Public  Health  may  be  greater.  Even  in  these  instances, 
nothing  of  a serious  nature  was  detected  and  few  infringements  of  a 
minor  character  were  readily  dealt  with  following  verbal  advice.
